REPORT  OF  GYPSY  MOTH  WORK 

To  the  Citizens  of  Hancock: 

The  Federal  Government  having  discontinued  its  work  on 
the  gypsy  moth  on  January,  1915,  the  work  was  taken  up  by  the 
town  and  scouting  commenced  March  22,  1915.  I  found  97 
infestations  as  compared  with  66  in  1914  which  shows  an  in- 
crease of  31.  A  great  many  having  new  places.  The  work  of 
the  Federal  Government  is  to  be  commended  as  they  stamped 
out  several  large  colonies  where  the  moth  was  well  started. 

By  vigilant  work  it  is  evident  they  can  be  kept  under  control 
the  same  as  we  have  the  Brown  Tail  Moth.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hancock: 

We  report  the  administration  of  our  schools  during  the  fiscal 
period  of  Feb.  15,  1915  to  Feb.  15,  1916.  The  work  of  the 
teachers  and  standing  of  the  schools  is  given  in  the  Superinten- 
dent's report,  followed  by  the  statistical  tables. 

The  General  Policy  of  the  Board  has  been  to  place  trained 
teachers  in  our  outside  schools;  to  increase  the  teaching  efficiency 
of  our  central  school  by  the  employment  of  a  third  teacher;  and 
with  the  help  of  supervisory  oversight  to  bring  all  our  schools 
as  close  as  possible  to  the  standard  of  work  and  attainment  out- 
lined by  the  State  Department.  While  we  have  not  made  as 
great  advance  as  desired,  we  feel  encouraged  by  the  progress  as 
reported  by  our  superintendent.  Especially  encouraging  is  the 
work  of  the  pupils  of  the  central  school.  We  feel  that  not  for 
years  has  the  eighth  grade  been  so  well  fitted  to  enter  the  work 
of  the  High  School.  Our  purpose  has  also  been  to  administer 
the  schools  with  as  much  economy  as  is  consistant  with  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils. 

Superintendent.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in 
September  by  joining  with  the  towns  of  Wilton,  Temple,  and 
New  Ipswich  we  came  under  the  supervisory  care  of  Mr.  L.  S. 
Morrison,  who  averages  one  day  per  week  in  our  schools.  For 
this  service  we  pay  $400  for  the  year.  One  hall  of  this  is  re- 
funded by  the  state;  making  the  net  cost  of  professional  super- 
vision for  our  schools  $200. 

The  Third  Room  at  the  Central  School. 

In  working  out  our  plans  for  a  third  teacher  at  the  Central 
School  the  board  finished  off  the  upper  hallway  as  a  small  re- 
citation room.  It,  however,  was  not  found  practicable,  in  grade 
work,  to  have  classes  going  back  and  forth,  as  those  familiar 
with  the  grade  work  will  readily  understand.  Therefore  the 
third  teacher  was  given  the  two  grades,  4  and  5.  At  the  opening 
ol  the  Fall  Term  there  was  an  unexpected  increase  of  pupils  for 
the  third  room.     Efficient  work  could  not  he  clone  and  the  Board 
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was  warned  of  probable  unhealthful  conditions  with  the  coming 
of  cold  weather.  By  advice  of  the  State  authorities  a  District 
meeting  was  called  to  see  if  the  District  would  authorize  the 
Board  to  hire  money  to  finish  off  a  larger  room.  This  the  Dis- 
trict declined  to  do.  Conditions  continuing  bad,  the  Board 
under  advice  of  the  State  authorities,  and  assurred  by  a  com- 
petent lawyer  that  such  action  was  within  their  right  and  duty, 
voted,  one  against,  and  two  in  favor  of  finishing  a  larger  room. 
This  was  accordingly  done  at  a  cost  of  $277.93.  Reasonable 
precautions  in  regard  to  possible  fires  have  been  taken,  by  seeing 
that  all  doors  open  outward;  by  placing  a  hand  fire  distinguisher 
and  a  fire  gong  in  the  building  and  by  directing  that  the  pupils 
be  given  occasional  fire  drills. 

With  the  repair  money  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  an  entry  and  a 
cloak  room  should  be  finished  in  connection  with  the  new  room; 
As  educational  standards  advance,  and  with  the  present  in- 
crease of  our  population  continuing,  it  will  probably  be  found 
necessary  some  time  to  finish  the  remainder  of  the  second  story 
and  employ  four  teachers  with  two  grades  each.  The  work 
already  done  is  in  harmony  with  probable  future  needs.  By 
doing  a  part  occasionally  the  financial  burden  is  distributed  so 
as  to  be  lightly  felt. 

Our  High  School.  We  are  pleased  to  report  a  most  en- 
couraging development  of  our  High  School  in  equipment,  in- 
crease of  pupils  and  teaching  force,  new  and  practical  courses 
of  study,  and  in  most  lines  a  steady  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  the  work  done.  The  School  Board  as  allowed  by  law,  again 
contracted  with  the  Educational  Association,  through  its  trustees 
for  furnishing  instructions  to  the  High  School  pupils  of  Hancock. 
By  this  contract,  by  State  law,  "the  High  School  shall  then  be 
deemed  a  High  School  maintained  by  such  District."  This 
provision  of  the  law  releases  the  District  of  liability  for  tuition 
of  those  pupils  who  choose  to  go  elsewhere.  It  also  places  a 
measure  of  responsibility  upon  the  Board  to  see  that  the  town 
high  school  pupils  are  receiving  proper  and  efficient  instruction. 
Accordingly  the  Board  requested  our  superintendent  to  spend  a 
day  visiting  the  High  School  and  report  his  findings  to  the 
Board  and  District.     His  report  follows: 

Finances: 

We  close  our  fiscal  year  with  all  bills  paid  and  a  reasonable 
balance  in  the  treasury.  The  State  office  advises  the  Board 
that  the  law  authorizes  the  School  Board  to  provide  suitable 
accommodations  at  the  expense  of  the  district.     And  as  suf- 
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ficient  money  was  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the. expense  of  the 
new  room  at  the  central  school,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  raise 
that  amount  at  the  district  meeting.  We  believe  no  money  has 
been  expended  where  its  equivalent  in  educational  value  has  not 
been  justified. 

While  economy  in  administration  is  most  desirable  we  wish 
to  remind  our  tax  payers,  that  School  supplies,  teachers,  sup- 
erintendents all  cost  more  with  the  rising  cost  of  things.  We 
should  look  wisely  to  all  expenditures  in  school  matters,  but 
scrimp  everywhere  else  before  curtailing  the  educational  priv- 
ileges of  our  children. 

The  Board  welcomes  all  kindly  criticism  and  invites  sug- 
gestions for  improving  our  schools.  We  urge  all  interested  to 
visit  them  occasionally  and  observe  the  improved  work  that  is 
being  done.  We  earnestly  urge  the  District  to  cordially  and 
with  confidence  back  up  the  efforts  of  the  Board,  Superintendent 
and  teachers  that  no  backward  steps  be  taken  in  this  the  most 
important  part  of  our  civic  life.

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REPORT   OF    SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board,  Hancock,  N.  H. 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

I  have  found  so  many  excellent  things  and  so  little  to  criticize 
in  your  schools  that  I  feel  that  great  credit  is  due  to  the  School 
Officers  and  to  your  former  Superintendent,  Mr.  Rich.  Your 
teaching  force  is  one  of  unusual  quality  and  I  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  the  policy  of  the  District  to  keep  good  teachers  for 
several  years  be  continued.  Such  teachers  are  of  incalculable 
value  to  a  community,  as  their  efforts  result  in  higher  character 
and  greater  intelligence  in  those  taught  by  them. 

The  attendance,  too,  is  remarkably  good  and  indicates  that 
the  parents  are  co-operating  with  us  most  heartily.  The  per- 
cent of  attendance  is  nearly  4%  higher  than  the  rate  for  the 
entire  state.  The  standard  of  scholarship  is  high.  However, 
several  pupils  seem  to  be  trying  to  do  work  too  advanced  for 
them.  This  may  be  due  to  several  reasons  and  some  adjustment 
should  be  made  to  remedy  the  situation.  Probably  the  repeti- 
tion of  some  of  the  work  would  help  in  most  cases. 

I  would  recommend  that  some  arrangement  be  made  if  pos- 
sible to  give  the  courses  in  Elementary  Cooking  and  Sewing  and 
Manual  Training  as  outlined  in  the  Program  of  Studies  for 
Elementary  Schools.  This  could  probably  be  done  with  but 
little  expense  to  the  District,  since  there  is  proper  equipment  for 
the  several  courses  and  competent  teachers  for  the  same  within 
easy  reach  of  the  village  school. 

If  the  District  remains  under  professional  supervision  during 
the  coming  year,  I  would  suggest  that  a  division  of  the  duties 
and  responsibility  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  School  De- 
partment be  made  in  order  that  a  maximum  of  benefit  be  derived 
from  the  services  of  the  Superintendent. 

I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  parents  and  citizens  that  the  Sup- 
erintendent is  glad  to  talk  over  the  work  of  the  pupils  at  any 
time.  Our  interests  are  the  same,  as  both  are  working  for  the 
welfare  of  the  children. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  at  this  time  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
the  several  teachers  and  the  many  favors  of  the  School  Board.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  your  directions  last  Tuesday  I  visited 
the  classes  of  Hancock  High  School  and  observed  as  follows. 

The  pupils  were  neat  and  orderly,  a  situation  usually  in- 
dicating that  the  scholastic  work  is  being  profitably  pursued.  I 
was  particularly  impressed  by  the  way  in  which  pupils  were 
encouraged  to  work  out  their  own  difficult  problems.  Since  we 
only  acquire  power  to  do  by  doing,  this  kind  of  work  is  of  ex- 
tremely high  educational  value. 

The  recitations  revealed  the  fact  that  the  pupils  were  able 
to  get  up  on  their  feet  and  talk  interestingly  for  several  minutes 
about  the  matter  being  studied.  The  exercises  in  Woodworking 
and  Domestic  Science  were  practical  and  the  pupils  seemed  to 
understand  what  to  do  and  how  to  go  about  it. 

The  equipment  in  these  courses  was  sufficient  but  the  quarters 
of  the  several  classes  might  be  better  adapted  to  the  work.  I 
understand,  however,  that  a  movement  is  under  way  to  remedy 
this  unfavorable  situation. 

I  should  say  that  the  graduates  of  this  school  would  not  pass 
quite  so  favorably  as  the  graduates  of  an  old  fashioned  high 
school,  if  the  average  set  of  College  Entrance  Examinations 
were  submitted  to  them.  In  ability  to  solve  life's  problems,  how- 
ever, they  would  easily  outrank  their  opponents  above  men- 
tioned. 

To  sum  up  briefly,  it  is  the  kind  of  school  that  I  should  desire 
to  have  my  own  child  attend.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Trustees  of  the  Hancock  Town  Library  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Library  and  reading  room  open  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Sat- 
urday from  2  to  5,  and  from  6  to  9  p.  m.,  legal  holidays  excepted. 

There  have  been  514  charge  cards  issued  representing  7164 
volumes  and  1894  periodicals  taken  out. 

There  has  been  saved  from  our  income,  from  time  to  time, 
for  a  building  fund,  $1,926.42  now  on  deposit  in  Peterborough 
Savings  Bank. 

From  year  to  year,  as  the  shelves  became  congested,  additions 
have  been  made  until  at  the  present  time  all  available 
space  has  been  utilized.  Consequently  no  stack  room  means 
no  room  for  books. 

This  is  a  calamity,  as  our  schools  and  library  walk  hand  in 
hand. 

We  have  asked  financial  assistance  from  individuals  without 
avail. 

This  Library  is  a  Town  institution  and  now  lor  the  first  time 
the  Town  is  asked  for  an  appropriation. 
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As  we  find  it  necessary  to  add  upwards  of  125  volumes  per 
year,  many  of  which  are  educational,  we  feel  that  our  Town  will 
be  sufficiently  interested  to  see  that  the  Library  is  adequately 
enlarged.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said 
Hancock  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropria- 
tion of  the  same. 
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3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  from  the  road  agents 
district  a  section  of  the  Contoocook  Valley  road  so-called  and 
instruct  the  selectmen  to  arrange  with  the  State  highway  de- 
partment to  maintain  said  section  of  road  under  the  State  patrol 
system  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  from  the  amount  raised  for 
highway  work  the  sum  of  $331.50  for  this  purpose. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day.

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  suppression  of  the  brown-tail  and  gypsy 
moth. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  for  lighting  the 
streets  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  State 
Aid  for  highways  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  permit  John  Hancock 
Grange  to  enlarge  their  building. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  town  hall  in- 
sured and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  Road  Machine  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  a
